Tips & Talk 

Once a month I would like to offer you a short article or tutorial that I hope you will find to be interesting and, 
possibly, even helpful in getting more out of your music. As I play guitar, most of the tutorials will be about ex¬ 
tra things you can do to improve your guitaristry. If any of you folks would like to offer a short; one page, article 
like this just email it to me and I would be happy to put it in this section. 

This month's tip is a very simple way to form an A-minor chord on the 
guitar. 
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One type of chord that differs from the major chords is a 
minor chord. There are all kinds of minor chords. Some may 
be easy to play and others hard. Some can be fingered, 
simply by only slightly varieing a chord that you already play. 
These chords make excellent companion chords for major 
keys. That means that you can add them into a song you are 
playing to add sparkle to the music. One such minor chord 
would be the A-minor chord. You can finger the A-minor the 
hard way or you could play it like this. Eather way, will result 
in an A-minor chord. Why not try this one it really adds snap 
to tunes in the key of C or G-Major and it is sooo easy. Why 
not try this out. 

When 1 was young my Uncle Nick advised me that by fiddling around 
with chord fingerings I might happen across interesting new chords that, 
could become useful in my music. While messing with the key of C-major I 
lifted my third finger oft the fifth string in the third fret and man what a 
sound... Thus I stumbled across what I would later leant was a form of the 
A-minor chord. 

A lot of people tell me that this is not how you finger the A-minor, but it 
comes out sounding the same. So. if you haven’t learned A-minor, try this 
little variation on the C-major fingering and l ? nn sure you'll like it just as I 
do, :f Note the chord chart below.
